Yesterday’s race was at one mile and seventy 
yards and because little D.>minick was up the 
ring took liberties with Serrano. He looked on 
form like a catnral 1 to S shot, bat despite a 
heavy play on him there was always about 6 to 
j laid aeamst him. 

That Ssrrano was ht and ready was evident 
before the first seventy yards were run. He 
went to the front at the start and he and Uen- 
neville set a terrific pace, They racsd like a 
team tbe first half in 48 1-4 seconds and tbe first 
three qaarters in 1:14 1-4. Then Beuneville be- 
gan to get l^g weary, bat Serrano kept at his 
merry pace and staliiog off Tulla Fonso’s rush 
like a gentleman in the stretch he eventually 
■won very easily. The first three-quarters broke 
Beaoeviiie’s racing spirit and he was Incky to 
beat Hittick for third place. The latter fin- 
ished strong and was at Bennsville's throat- 
latch. 

Ontside of Serrano’s clever victory Tommy 
Barns' riding was the ailcruoan's feature. He 
had hva nioants. wlu three ’•acss, was second 
once and unplaced once His ride on Vin- 
cennes in the third race, at nine furlongs, was 
an estoptioiially gi-.od piece of work and pla uly 
demonstrated how much te outclasses most oi 
the other boys whan it comes to r.diug over a 
distance of ground. Tiottor had the mount on 
Fay the Fiddler and as the r^ice was run it 
3semed that he was tbe best. 

Here is how Trotter rede Pay tbe Fiddler 
going a mile and an eighth, lie broke fifth and 
at once drew bis whip. The early pace set by 
Hauligbt was fast, the three furlongs being run 
in 85i and the half in 49 seconds. This did not 
seem to make any diffsrence to Trotter. All he 
sought was to get to tbe front as soon as pos- 
sible, and naturally he rode the colt into tbe 
ground. On tbe other band. Burns, with Viu- 
cennes, dropped in behind the field on tbe rail, 
and thus avoided the fast early pace and took 
the shortest ronte. When the field got straight- 
ened away for home Pay tbe Fiddler was about 
three lengths in front and Trotter was still at 
tbe whip. About this time Barns made his move 
with Vincennes and gradually wore the lesdcr 
Oown. 

May Beach dodged Frank Bell in the five fur- 
lotg condition race and this left only Sim W. 
for the St. Lonis sprinter to bsat. He closed a 
red hot favorite at 9 to 20 and won, bat in doing 
so be had to be pressed to the limit and then 
boat S.m W. none too easily. Frank Bell is a 
speedy horse, but has li-tie stamina. After 
being carried along the first qnarter in 234 sec- 
onds by Emma M. it took some of the run out 
of him, and in the last sixteenth he was in dis- 
tress. Sim W. did not have speed enough to 

. keep within striking distance of the leaders in 
tbe early stages of the jonruey, bat ibrongb 
tbe Btreich he came fast, and had the route 
been further, he would probably have beaten 
Frank Bell. 

There was a big hunch of cheep maiden 3-yoar- 
olds in the first race and after a rongh jonruey 
Animas won by a neck in a hard drive from 
Brown Dick. It was a pretty finish between 
tbispsir. Both wete strongly ridden. 

Hagerdon cantered home an easy winner in 
thefive and one-boif fariong two-year-old event 
He was Incky in getting a fiyieg star: and won 
all tbe way. Parmenion, the 7 to a favorite, 
got away poorly and never had a winning 

chance. I 



Catastrophe, with 120 pounds and Barns up, 
was backed from 4 to 1 dowo for tbe fifth race, 
which was at one mile, and getting off in front 
be set a pace to suit himself and won cleverly 
from Tappan. 



JOCKEY MAHER’S SUSPKXSIOIS. 

As all who keep tiackof the affairs of the turf 
know jockey Maher was suspsnded at Brooklyn 
last Friday for what seemed to be a suspicious 
ride on the favorite Peep O’Day. This horse 
has since run fully as iudifferent a race with 
less weight and another jockey up, but the 
stewards of the Jockey Club still hold Maher 
under suspension and are conducting a search- 
ing private investigation, concerning which an 
Eastern wiiter says : 

“Tbe mere suspension of Maher is not in it- 
self of so gr.eat importauca as the more or less 
general feeling among racing men that this 
particular action is ouly tbe mere beginning of 
I a somewhat gigantic house-cleaning task which 
! the stewards of the Jockey CUab have set them- 
! selves to accomplish. It is averred that the 
! stewards have evitJenca against two of the big- 
j gest aud most prominent layers of odds m tbe 
Metropolitan Turf Association, that one of 
i these isc rtain to go with Maher, and that the 
other will be mighty Incky to escape with a 
1 whole skin from the determined clutches of the 
j racing anthoiities. 

! “Farther, it is said that the Jockey Club has 
j been busy for a fortnight past not only in trac- 
i ing these but other allsgel connections between 
jibe betting fraternity and soms other well- 
known riders, such as Clawson, for example, 
and altogether, if one may bslieve all the busy 
talk to bs beard fioating around, ths turf fabric 
of tbe east is about to receive the impact of a 
gigantic ehell that may knock it to smithereens. 
It is a remedy, so many of ths bigmen of racing 
say, tLat will either kill or cure, and not a few 
believe that it will have fatal instead of bene- 
ficial lesolts, 

“If Maher is guilty of fraudulent riding, of 
course Maher should be deprived of the oppor- 
tunity to do any further riding here or abroad. 
How much further tbe Jockey Clnb can go, if 
there is reason why it should go further, is a 
matter that must rest largely in the discretion 
of tbe Jockey Club. Some men whose names 
have bien whispered abont as likely to feel tie 
displeasure of the Jockey Club are men of 
wealth and strong political backing. Mon there 
are connected with racing, ontside Jockey Club 
circles, who wield vast political intluenca in 
tbe city and state. 

“Wherever the present alleged trail of fraud 
mey had to, and whatever conrie the Jockey 
Club may pursue in dealing with it, there is no 
getting away from the indubitable bilief that 
the balk of tbe troubles which now seem to be 
impending over the turf world, might have 
been avoided, and should have been avoi 'ed, 
and would have been avoided if the right men 
were at the bead of tbe practical administra- 
ti u of rscing affairs. Through incompetent 
racing ste *ards the turf for the past two years 
has bo3U afiiictod with an amount of misman- 
agement that would have ruined any commer- 
cial enterprise in half tbe time. 

“The racing stewards, men like Mr. Galway, 
Mr. Miller, Mr. Knapp aud Mr Hitchcock, no 
doubt have tbe interests of racing at heart and | 
mean well, but when that is said about all is ' 
said as to their fitness to manage raciug. If 
the stewards were live, energetic men, with 
snfiic lent knowledge of racing to qualify them | 
for the pcsiticns, they would long ago have ' 
nipped in the bnd big scandals that now 
threaten the turf. Evidences of tbe incapacity ' 
tf the ste'wards multiply on every occasion.] 



They do not look after tbe details of raciug as 
they shonld do anywhere unless it may bs at 
Brighton Beach. 

“If they nid, they would not have allowed, 
for example, horses to go to the post in tbe 
condition that Abase and St. Clair both were a 
few days ago. If they had knowleOge as to 
what might be going on under their immediate 
observation they would have used measnres to 
prevent many of tbe bad-looking rides at 
Sheepsbead Bay and Gravesend. On some 
recent occasions evidence has been plentiful 
before races were run that certain horses might 
be expected to develop nndesirable changes of 
form. If tbe stewards were observant enough 
to know this, why were not owners and trainers 
and jockeys cautioneo'? When bad rides btve 
boea perpetrated, why has not pnniebment 
been prompt, swift and sure, instead of allow- 
ing a whole lot of disagreeable occurrences to 
pile up into a moantain that now seems to 
threaten the entire racing fabric?’’ 

GOSSIP OF THE TORE’. 

A special telegram from San Francisco to 
yesterday’s Inter-Ocean says: “President 

Schulte of the Turf Congress and Captain Rees 
of tbe committee sent to adjust differences bs- 
tween the Calif irnia Jockey Clnb and the West- 
ern Turf Association arrived here tonight. At 
10:30 o’clock tomonow morning they will have 
a consultation with Tom Williams, president of 
the California Jockey Clnb, as to the division 
o dates after Tanforan Park shall have opened 
on November 3. Schulte and Rees are confi- 
dent all differencss will bs amicably adjusted 
and war disastrous to turf interests in Cali- 
fornia avoided. 

“On ths fsrry tonight, while letaraing from 
tbe Oakland rsces, President Williams ex- 
pressed himself as much pleased that Schulte 
and Bees had bseu selictsd by the Turf Con- 
gress to consult with the California Jockey 
Clnb as to the division of dates. Williams ex- 
pres-ed bis entire confidence in the honor of 
Schulte and Rees, but declined to commit him- 
self farther.’’
